This is my first Iris list. I have been hy- 
bridizing for twenty years, especially for 
Fall Bloomers. Autumn Elf was my first 
introduction and has bloomed trom July to 
November as well as in June forme. I have 
some nice Summer and Fall blcoming iris 
to offer, some of my own introductions anda _ 
others from hybridizers that I think are the 
best. 


I live at Barre, Massachusetts from No- 
vember to April and at Westport, Massachu- 
setts from May to November and have most 
of my Iris at Westport now. My garden is 
six miles south of Route 6 to Cape Cod on 
the main road to Westport Point, two miles 
from Horseneck Beach, one of the best 
beaches and worth seeing. I have an Iris 
sign beside the road and will be pleased to 
see anyone any time. 


During the Summer, last year, June 10th 
was the peak of spring bloom and I! had 
Summer and Fall bloom from July 10th to 
November Ist when frost killed the flowers. 
Peak Fall bloom is October 10th. 


I have a hundred or more good kinds of 
Iris and sell many I don’t list at reasonable 
prices. I have 2000 seedlings, half of which 
should bloom in June and will sell some of 
these. I also have summer and fall bearing 
strawberries and raspberries for sale. It will 
pay you to stop on your way to Cape Cod 
this summer.

BLOOMING IRIS 


Introducing OCTOBER SHADOWS—La- 
vender center line, S-pale lavender, F-deeper 
blend lavender and brown. Substance good. 
»-closed, F-flaring, stalk 38 inches, 5 
branches, 12-14 buds. Every sizable rhizome 
blooms. Price $5.00—-Grows like a weed. 
Bloomed from July 13th until November lst 
last year when frost finished the bloom. Sets 
seed freely and pollen is good. Has a 
marked sweet fragrance; medium sized flow- 
er—my best seedling to date. 


My other SUMMER BLOOMERS: 


Autumn Twilight— G. P. Brown—1945—$1.25 
S-light brownish yellow, F-light yellow and 
lavender, F-flaring, slightly ruffled, stalk 
33 inches, 3 branches, bloomed July 10th to 
November lst last year. 

Fall Velvet—G. P. Brown — $2.50 
S-light purple, flushed brown at halft, F- 
velvet purple, 18 inches sturdy stalks, 7 
to 8 buds, every sizable rhizome blooms, 
August and September. 

August Waves—G. P. Brown— $.75 
August, September & October—S-blue la- 
vender, F-lavender some veining. F-flaring, 
small flower, 22 inch stalk, 3 branches. 
Prolific bloomer. 

Autumn Elf—G. P. Brown—— $.50 
S-cream, F-pale lavender, F-flaring—18- 
26 inches, 3 branches. Prolific bloomer 
over long season—July to November— 
small flower. 


The Best FALL BLOOMERS: 

Harvest Blue— G. P. Brown-— $2.50 
October and November. S-medium laven- 
der blue, F-slightly deeper blue, widely 
flaring as descendant of Missouri. Best 
flower of my Fall bloomers. Fast grower, 
stalk 20 inches—3 branches. 

Bountiful Blue—Hill— $1.00 
A prolific bloomer—S-lavender blue, self 
20 inches—small flowers—September & 
October. 

Halloween Night—Howard Weed— $.75 
October & November—-38 inches—4 
branches, prolific bloomer—12-15 buds to 
a stalk. S-deeo yellow, F-yellow veined 
reddish brown, small flower. 


Autumn Sunset—Lapham— $.75 
October & November— 34 inches — 3 
branches—large flower. Buff and pink 
tones, one of the best—Flaring Falls. 

Autumn Flame—Sass— 

October & November— Red purple at 
flaring Falls—Nice.
